“If ye then be risen with Christ, seek those things which 
are above, where Christ sitteth on the right hand of God.”— 


Col, 3:1. 


The “‘if’’ in our title is used in the same way as the “‘if”’ 
in this text. It is the “if,” not of conjecture, but of assump- 
tion. Paul’s words, “If ye then be risen with Christ,” were 


written to Christians. Paul’s 


‘if’ is not asking a question; 


rather it is affirming positive consequences of being risen 
with Christ. It is as though he had said, “Since ye then be 
risen with Christ, seek those things which are above.” 


That is the point of our theme. 
Since Jesus lives, what then? 

My friend, you may not be posi- 
tive, as I am, that Jesus rose 
from the dead and is alive today. 
But neither are you positive that 
He did not rise from the dead. 
Now supposing Jesus is alive? 
Certain facts inevitably follow. 
Are you willing to consider those 
facts? Afterward we will return 
to the other matter. 


If Jesus lives—what then? 


I. Then the Salvation He Of- 
fers Is Life’s One Issue

for I am God, and there is none 
else” (Isa. 45:22). Those sub- 
lime words sum up life’s one is- 
sue. No other question rises to 
such a rank. “Look unto me.” It 
is the eternal God calling the re- 
bellious creatures of His hand 
back into life and fellowship with 
Himself. 


The world is breaking up. Great 
nations are like wolves at each 
other’s throats. ‘Some have died 
in blood. Others are _ poised, 
ready for the suicidal plunge into 
combat. The shadows are length- 
ening over man’s day. The hour 
is late. The horror of atomic war- 
fare looms ahead. The Bible fore- 
told all this two thousand years 
ago and offered the sole efficient 
remedy.

The Holy Spirit took part in 
the creation of the universe: ‘‘And 
the Spirit of God moved upon the 
face of the waters” (Gen. 1:2). 


It is the Holy Spirit who is the 
real author of the Bible, for “holy 
men of God spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost” (II 
Peter 1:21) and “the Spirit of 
Christ which was in them ... 
testified beforehand the sufferings 
of Christ, and the glory that 
should follow’”’ (I Peter 1:11).

Sskin-deep beauty that rubs off and 
caves in at every point of real 
test. We put on more and more 
varnish in order to hide the lack 
of material. We are veneer mad. 
Nothing is solid throughout. In 
Southern California we have 
learned to build houses so thin 
and so weak of structure that you 
can almost push them over. But 
they look fine. And _ therefore 
they sell well. 

Many years ago a young fellow 
arrived at the university near 
which I was preaching with the 
first automobile that ever “attend- 
ed’”’ that institution. He unloaded 
it from a flatcar at the railroad 
station and proceeded to terrify 
the town with his daring as a 
driver. Horses ran away. People 
leaped for their lives. He was in 
the police court almost’ every 
week. But his father was a multi- 
millionaire cattleman, and so the 
boy paid his fines and proceeded 
to terrify the community all over 
again. What he did for the town 
he did doubly for the university. 
Finally one day the faculty met 
and expelled him. He put his car 
back on another flatcar and 
shipped it home. One morning I 
met the dean of the university. 
He had just received a letter from 
the boy’s father. That father was 
indignant. He reminded’ _ the 
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authorities at the university that 
he had paid every bill and had the 
money to keep on paying them. 
He closed the letter with some 
such statement as this: “I sent 
my boy down for you to make a 
man out of him, and you have 
failed.”” I asked the dean what 
reply he had sent the irate father. 
He answered: “‘We simply wrote 
him that, when he didn’t send 
anything to us, it was impossible 
for us to send’anything back.” 
The sorest deficiency in our 
nation today is at this point. We 
are not furnishing the material out 
of which men are made. The 
schools are woefully lacking, but 
if they had everything and were 
doing a perfect job, they could 
not create men and women out of 
some of the youngsters we are 
furnishing them from our homes. 
The same is true of the church. 
Indeed, there are no agencies that 
can supply the genuine metal

Nine?”’’

A heart-moving story is found 
in Luke 17:12-18. It has a lesson 
for all of us. ’ 


“And as he entered into a 
certain village, there met him ten 
men that were lepers, which stood 
afar off: And they lifted up their 
voices, and said, Jesus, Master, 
have mercy on us. And when he 
saw them, he said unto them, Go 
shew yourselves unto the priests. 
And it came to pass, that, as they 
went, they were cleansed. And 
one of them, when he saw that he 
was healed, turned back, and with 
a loud voice glorified God, and 
fell down on his face at his feet, 
giving him thanks: and he was a 
Samaritan. And Jesus answering 
said, Were there not ten cleansed? 
but where are the nine? There 
are not found that returned to 
give glory to God, save this 
stranger.” 


Only one out of ten, a bare ten 
per cent, returned to praise the 
Lord Jesus and gladden His heart 
with his thanksgiving, after ten 
were wonderfully, miraculously 
healed of a living death! 

In a union revival campaign last 
year at Altoona, Pennsylvania, a 
young man who sat in the big 
choir directed by Dr. Harry Clarke, 
was deeply convicted and came 


to Christ for salvation at the invi- 
tation time. The big gPiatform 
of the Jaffa Mosque Auditorium 
was So crowded with choir and 
orchestra that he could not easily 
make his way to where I stood 
on the platform. So he leaped 
over the footlights to the floor 
and came as the others diq to 
take my hand and claim Christ 
as Saviour. His earnest eyes with 
a hint of tears, his deeply moved 
face, his strong hand clasp told 
me how fully he gave himself to 
Christ as he answered My ques- 
tions and then went to the inquiry 
room for further instruction. But 
after the benediction, when _ the 
crowd was drifting away and I 
stood to shake hands with one and 
another and answer questions, this 
same young man_ stood in line, 
waiting to speak to me. “Oh, I 
want to thank you for what you 
did for me!” he said. And with 
tears of gratitude he squeezed my 
hang and went away. 


I went to the hotel with such a 
warmth in my heart that I did 
not lose for days! Some of those 
rescued from Hell, at least, ap- 
preciated the prayers and heart- 
break and toil beyond expression 
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which is so disastrously lacking 
today. 

I ysed to train bird dogs.

I have

dogs. I once owned a dog that I 
dare not discuss lest men think 
me a liar. You would not believe 


the true stories I could tell of that 
dog's proficiency. But long ago 
I learned that you could not by 
any process of training make a 
bird dog out of a fice. 


In my childhood my father 
operated an educational institu- 
tion—the grindstone. Behind the 


smokehouse we oiled it up each 
fall ang got ready for classes. I 
turned the crank while my father, 
the head professor, held the stu- 
dents to the course. Now and 
then he would pour on a little 
water. With his thumb he would 
sometimes give them a test. At 
first he would say: “No, still too 
dull.” But finally he would an- 
nounce that the students were 
keen enough to graduate. I have 
seen them bite their way into the 
very hearts of the giants of our 
woodlands when we felled our 
winter wood. The grindstone 
taught me that no ax can be 
sharpened unless it is made of 
good steel. No man can sharpen 
a tin can to where it will fell an 
oak. 


After the big earthquake in 
Southern California, my wife and 
I were driving through Long 
Beach near the ruins of one of the 
great high-school buildings. A 
dozen buildings of similar size, 
erected at tremendous cost, lay 
prone on the earth. Two little 
newsboys were walking among the 
ruins. One of these little philoso- 
phers pickeg up a lump of mortar, 
crumbled it between his fingers, 
and threw the dust into the wind. 
“Something lacking in the mix- 
ture,” he remarked. 

There’s the sad story. There's 
the reason for the decay of our 
civilization. There's the why of 
the apostasy that is'sweeping the 
church. There’s the unvarnished 
explanation of our liquor, gam- 
bling, prostitution, and all the rest 
of the sordid tale that causes 
students of present-day conditions 
to grow saq at heart and low in 
spirit. Just as those school build- 
ings collapsed under strain because 
the mixture was not right—not 
enough cement, too much sand and 
water—just so our. civilization 
seems about to collapse, and for 
the same reason. 

Recently I was riding with a 
friend over the Golden Gate Bridge 
in San Francisco. That bridge 
swings from mountain to mountain 
across the narrow neck of the sea. 
It has no supports that the eye 
of man can see. And yet a few 
days before I was upon it, it 
stood the test of a storm that blew 
so fiercely that motorists could 
not manipulate their cars upon 
it. It swung like a baby’s cradle. 
But it stood. After the storm it 
was still fit and ready. My friend 
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remarked to me, “Shuler, you 
know the fool engineer who built 
this bridge spent ten times as 
much time on the foundation as on 
the bridge itself. It took him 
ten years to sell to the county 
officials the fact that he had a 
foundation from which he could 
swing this bridge.”’ Fool engineer ? 
I would to God we had such 
engineers in Washington, D. C., 
right now, building and guiding in 
the destiny of this nation! I pray 
daily that God will send to the 
church such 
foundation builders that we need 


engineers. It is 


today. The call of these times is 
for foundations that will not dis- 
integrate foundations that can- 
not be destroyed by time and tide, 
foundations that will stand sure. 
No other variety can or will en- 


-dure, and all the experts of these 


times cannot build securely with- 
out such foundations, 


I hear a great deal of talk these 
days about the possible swinging 
of a pendulum. Recently a min- 
ister remarked that the liquor 
situation would simply have to 
await a reaction in public senti- 
ment. We-comfort ourselves by 
trying to feel that situations will 
change and something will hap- 
pen, thus righting the wrongs that 
threaten. Such a’ philosophy is 
suicidal. No such reaction came 
to Rome or Athens or Sparta. No 
pendulum swung for proud and 
self-sufficient Babylon. The bleach- 
ing bones of empires and republics, 
once as glorious as ours has ever 
been, now lie along the wreck- 
strewn shores of the _ centuries. 
The pendulum did not swing for 
them. No reaction came. The 
shifting sands went out. The 
palatial buildings crumbled, Such 
is the sorry story of the centuries. 

Nor will the individual build by 
any other theiry. Only as founda- 
tions are laid by God, will men 
stand sure. There are no substi- 
tutes. Just as the prodigal found 
himself in the muck and mire of 
a pigsty, filling his stomach with 
husks that failed to satisfy, so 
will all men come at last to the 
bitter realization that nothing less 
than soundness in thought, in pur- 
pose, in character, can bring an 
enduring satisfaction to the soul 
of man. 


One of the fine pictures of .the 
ancients is the portrait of a man 
turning his back upon a throne, a 
crown, a kingdom. He is going 
out upon the mountain slope to 
herd sheep. He could have been 
the king of the richest and most 
powerful nation of his times, His 
was the succession. His was the 
right. All he had to do was to 
claim it. But he had come to a 
great decision. He had found that 
it cost too much. He could not 
pay so great a price in order to 
be king. The throne was too 
costly. And so, having an‘ eye 
on eternal recompense, he chose to 
suffer affliction with a _ slave 
people rather than enjoy for a 


ij season the riches and honors of 


Egypt. He actually weighed the 
privation and want of enslaved 
Israel against the treasures of 
Egypt, and decided in favor of 
Israel. Few have looked as far 
ahead as he. Few have dug 
as deeply and laid their founda- 
tions as wisely. He knew that 
man’s soul would never be satis- 
fied with chaff. Why will men 
not learn that lesson today? 

In this day of shifting values, 
when tides eat away the shore 
lines, when storms tear the sails, 
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I want an anchor that wil) hold. 
iam utterly aisgusted with experi- 
mentation in matters of life and 
destiny. Some things have en- 
dured. Some truchs are old and 
peaten with storm and tempest. 
hey have outlived the centuries. 
they have endured = through 
pestilence and famine, through 
tire and flood, through wars and 
numan cataciysms. «ahey do not 
invite theorizing. They are ‘the 
certain things. They are the 
fundamentals. They endure like 
the granite of the mountains. “Oh, 
then to the rock let me fly,” sang 
our fathers. They knew the mean- 
ing of anchors that hold while 
storms do their deadliest. 


There is a Book that is funda- 
mentally sound and finally true. 
It is the Book of authority in life 
and human character—in the mold- 
ing of men and the determining 
ol human destiny. It is the Word 
of God, the revelation that came 
out of Heaven. What that Book 
Says is true. Upon that Book you 
can take your stand. Its truths 
are more unfailing than the mighty 
volcanic mountains of my lovely 
West. Here is an anchor that will 
hold. 

The Christ, His virgin birth, His 
redemptive sacrifice, His resur- 
rection from the dead, His saving 
grace! How gigantic such ever- 
lasting verity, towering over the 
little hills about! How steadfast! 
How sure! 

Many years ago I was fishing 
on a barge several miles off shore 
from Manhattan Beach, California. 
My boy Bob, then a little fellow, 


was with me. Several friends 
were along. The owner of the 
barge was called Bill. I have 


known him for twenty years and 
do not remember ever to have 
heard his last name. The barge 
was called “Bill's barge.” It was 
a clear night. The stars were out. 
We could see the lights some five 
miles away in the cottages along 
the beach. My wife was in one 
of those cottages. Suddenly Bill 
grew uneasy. He kept looking to 
the west. He paced the deck. I 
asked him if anything was wrong. 
“You see that cloud,” he said. 
“I’m afraid we're in for some- 
thing.” There were no_ shore 
boats plying at that hour. We 
watched the cloud. It came 
swiftly and struck with terrific 
force. If you have ever weatherd 
a “Santa Ana” on the Pacific 
coast, you know something of that 
wind—-a wind that uproots great 
trees ang sweeps everything before 
it. The storm beat the sea into 
a froth. It swept the waves over 


our little barge as though it were 
a plaything. We tied the little 
boy, Bob, to a timber and prayed. 

1 became aware of a grinding 
noise. It was constant, unceasing. 
I asked Bill its meaning. ‘That’s 
the anchor slipping,” was his grim 
reply. I knew the meaning of 
that. I had’ seen too many little 
boats upon the rocks of that shore 
line. We lowered another anchor. 
it was the only anchor remaining. 
But the noise continued, A ter- 


‘vible blackness was about us—not 


a gleam of light from anywhere. 
And all the time that  blood- 
chilling noise of those two anchors 
grinding over the bottom of the 
sea! 


Suddenly the storm abated. It 
went as swiftly as it had come. As 
the sea Quieted, the lights of Man- 
hattan Beach gleamed through the 
disappearing clouds. We were 
within less than a mile of the 
shore. From that hour I have 
prayed for an anchor that will 
hold. And thank God I know 
where there is such an anchor. 


Though the angry surges roll 

O’er my tempest driven soul 

I am peaceful, for I know, 

Wildly though the winds may 
blow, 

I've an anchor safe and sure 

That shall evermore endure. 


Mighty tides about me sweep 

Perils lurk within the deep.

Historian H. G. Wells, who a 
few years ago extolled evolution 
as the way of human redemption, 
more recently has written, “‘De- 
struction is not threatening civili- 
zation; it is happening to civiliza- 
tion before our eyes. The ship of 
civilization is not going to sink 
in five years nor in fifty years.

Dean Inge has written, “We 
are witnessing the suicide of a 
social order, and our descendants 
will marvel at our madness.” 

Professor McDougall of Har- 
vard University: “As I watch the 
American people speeding gaily, 
with invincible optimism, down 
the road to destruction, I seem to 
be contemplating the greatest 
tragedy in the history of man- 
kind.”

Europe we know that an age is 
dying.” 

Now let me come to a most im- 
portant point. To me it seems the 
most important point is not that 
the greatest men of our age are 
saying such frightfully solemn 


things. The most important fact 
of all is that what they are say- 
ing coincides exactly with  pro- 
phecies of the Bible two thousand 
years old. I never count too 
much on the words of men. All 
too recently the concensus of opin- 
ion was that the world’s redemp- 
tion should be by education, by 
evolution. . And many still ching 
to that fictitious theory, not 
knowing where else to turn. But 
the world’s great ones are now 
talking out of the other side -of 
their mouths . And we who be- 
lieve God have something still 
better. As Peter said, “We have 
also a more sure word of pro- 
phecy; whereunto ye do well to 
take heed, as unto a light that 
Shineth in a dark place, until the 
day dawn, and the day star arise 
in your hearts” (II Pet. 1:19). 
My friend, better read your 
New Testament. The message is 
there. And it is there for you. 
It is well known that the famous 
author and editor, H. L. Mencken, 
is a confirmed skeptic. His pen 
is a keen lance, and his criticisms 
often cut and burn. But I call 
to the witness stand this brilliant 
intellectual. Following are his

He is not here: for he 
is risen as he said; come, see 
the place where the Lord lay. 
And go quickly, and tell his disci- 
ples that he is risen from the 
dead; and, behold, he goeth before 
you into Galilee; there shall ye 
see him: lo, I have told you” 
(Matt. 28:2-7). 


And soon they found the risen 
Lord. More than five hundred 
at a time saw Him, And from 
His lips came life’s biggest chal- 
lenge. “He said unto them, Go 
ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every crea- 
ture. He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved; but he 
that believeth not’ shall. be 
damned” (Mark 16:15, 16). There 
you have it. A global witness for 
Christ. Earth’s biggest job. Are 
you in it? 

The salvation Christ offers is 
life’s one issue. “Look unto me 
and be ye saved all the ends of 
the earth, for I am God, and 
there is none else.” With Christ 
in your heart, earth’s biggest job 
is your challenge. I say without 
apology, I am in that task, and I 
am content. I don’t want your 
job, or anyone else’s. I under- 
stand the feeling of William 
Carey, the great missionary to 
India, when he sent home the fol- 
lowing prayer request for his son: 
“Pray for Felix. He has degen- 
erated into an ambassador of the 
British government.” 

If Jesus lives—what then? 
II. Then His Scarred Hand 
Holds the Final Answer to 
Both Sin and Death 


John the apostle, prisoner on 
the Isle of Patmos, saw the risen 


Christ. What a description he 
gives us! “One likeunto the Son 
of man ...a golden girdle ... 


His head and his hairs white like 
wool, as white as snow; ‘ard his 
eyes were as a flame of fire; And 
his feet like unto fine brass, as 
if they burned in a furnace; and 
his voice as the sound of many 


waters... and his countenance 
was as the sun shineth in his 
strength.” John continues, “And 


when I saw him, I fell at his feet 
as dead. And he laid his right 
hand upon me, saying unto me, 
Fear not; I am the first and the 
last: I am he that liveth, and was 
dead; and, behold, I am alive for 
evermore, Amen; and have the 
keys of hell and of death” (Rev. 
1:13-18). There it is, the only 
authoritative answer to sin and 
death. Where? In Christ. 

A lad from a non-Christian 
home was in Sunday School. His 
unsaved mother lived under a 
morbid fear of death. On Easter 
Sunday the lad listened with eager 
attention as the story was told 
of Christ’s resurrection and vic- 
tory over death and the grave. 
After class he arrived home 
breathless, and with shining face 
exclaimed to his mother, “Oh 
mother, you needn’t be afraid of 
dying any more, for Jesus went 
through .the grave and left a 
light behind Him.” 

Saint Paul said as he ap- 
proached execution, “I am now 
ready to be offered, and the time 
of my departure is at hand” (II 
Tim. 4:6). _Adoniram Judson said 
as he came to die, “I go with the 
giadness of a boy bounding away 
from school, I am _ so free in 
Christ.” 

The resurrection proved that 
death had no valid claim in Christ. 
I want you to see this. The Bible 
declares, ‘‘The soul that sinneth, it 
shall die” (Ezek. 18:4). Again, 
“The wages of sin is death” 
(Rom. 6:23). But Jesus never 
sinned. The grim hand of death 
closed on Christ because He 
voluntarily took your place and 
mine. “He tasted death for every 
man.” But because Christ had 
never sinned, death could not hold 
Him. 

That is why Peter preached 
at Pentecost of Jesus “Whom God 
hath raised up, having loosed the 
pains of death: because it was not

ciibie that he shoulq be holden 
of it” (Acts 2:24). 
That is why: 


The strife is o’er, the battle 


done; * 

Now is the Victor’s triumph 
won; ' 

Now be the song of praise 
begun, — 


Hallelujah! 


The powers of death have done 
their worst, 
But Christ their legions hath 
dispersed; 
Let shouts of holy joy out- 
burst, — 
' Hallelujah! 


My friend, the world is in two 
camps: two great groups of 
Servants. Here is the first: “As 
he [Jesus] spake these words, 
many believed on him. Then said 
Jesus to those Jews. which be- 
lieved on him, If ye continue in 
my word, then are ye my disciples 
indeed; And ye shall know the 
truth, ang the truth shall make 
you free’ (John 8:30-32). 

Here is the second group: 
“Jesus answered them, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Whosoever 
committeth sin is the servant of 
sin. And the servant abideth not 
in the house for ever: [And the 
way out for every man follows] 
but the Son abideth ever. If the 
Son therefore shall make you 
free, ye shall be free indeed” (Sohn 
8:34-36). There you have it. It 
is a choice, It is to wear the 
yoke of sin, or the yoke of Christ. 
He says, “Take my yoke upon 
you, and learn of me... For my 
yoke is easy, and my burden is 
light” (Matt. 11:29, 30). 

That is God’s invitation-answer 
to a world facing atomic de- 
struction at its own hand. What 
a gospel to preach! I have glori- 
ous fellowship with my risen Lord. 
I have a salvation that will outlast 


the stars. I have a hope laid up 
in Heaven, eternal and sure. I 
have for co-workers the finest 


folks who walk the dirt of the 
earth — the army of the redeemed. 
I have the anticipated thrill of 
thrills of soon seeing my Saviour. 


There are some who have died 
that His name should abide, 


There are some who have 
lived for His glory; 
What bliss it will be, their 


faces to see, 

But what will it be to see 
Jesus ? 

If Jesus lives — what then? 


Ill. Then Judgment Is Sure, 
and to Ignore It Is Insanity 


“God ... hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by that 
man whom he hath ordained; 
whereof he hath given assurance 
wunto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead” (Acts 
17:30, 31). 

Sin is having its day — but 
payday is coming. Don't think 
you can cheat a moral God in a 
moral universe. If you do, you 
are an imbecile. Judgment is 
coming. That judgment will be 
administered by the Son of God; 
one day to be sovereign judge of 
all mankind.

A fiery stream 
issued ang came forth from before 
him: thousand thousands min- 
istered unto him, and ten thousand 
times ten thousand stood before 
him: the judgment was set, and 
the books were opened” (Dan. 7:9, 
10).

Six centuries later God revealed 
something tremendous to John: 
“And I saw a great white throne, 
and him that sat on it, from whose 
face the earth ang the heaven 


no place for them. And I saw 
the dead, small and great, stand 
before God; and the books were 
opened; and another book was 


opened, which is the book of life: 


fled away; and there was found 


and the dead were judged out of 
those things which were written 
in the books, according to their 
works. And the sea gave up the 
dead which were in it; and death 
and hell delivered up the dead 
which were in them: and they were 
judged every man according to 
their works. And death and hell 
were cast into the lake of fire. 
This is the second death. And 
whosoever wags not found written 
in the book of life was cast into 
the lake of fire’’ (Rev. 20:11-15).

And what of the great men of 
earth in that hour? Listen, “And 
the kings of the earth, and the 
great men, and the rich men, and 
the chief captains, and the mighty 
men, and every bondman, and 
every free man, hid themselves 
in the dens and in the rocks of the 
mountains. And said to the moun- 
tains and rocks, Fall on us, and 
hide us from the face of him that 
sitteth on the throne, and from 
the wrath of the Lamb: For the 
great day of his wrath is come;

Christ’s incarnation and .inis- 
try. 
The angel Gabriel told Mary, 


“The Holy Ghost shall come up- 


on thee, and the power of the 
Highest shall overshadow thee: 
therefore also that holy thing 


which shall be born of thee shall 
be called the Son of God” (Luke 
1:35). So, as the Apostle’s Creed 
declares, Christ “was conceived of 
the Holy Ghost.” 


The Holy Spirit came upon 
Christ at His baptism in bodily 
shape and endued and empowered 
Him for service. Never a miracle, 
never a healing, never a sermon, 
never a sou] saved by the direct 
ministry of Jesus Christ until He 
was endued with the power of the 
Holy Spirit when He was about 
thirty years old! (Luke 3:21-23). 
And Jesus was “full of the Holy 
Ghost,” was “led by the Spirit,” 
“returned in the power of the 
Spirit into Galilee.” The Spirit of 
the Lord had come upon Christ 
and Jesus said, “He hath anointed 
me to preach the gospel . . .” 
(Luke 4:1, 14, 18). 

Jesus cast out devils by the 
Spirit of God (Matt. 12:28). 


It was by “the eternal Spirit” 
that Jesus offered Himself without 
spot to God (Heb. 9:14). 


Christ was raised from the dead 
by the Holy Spirit (Rom. 8:11). 

After His resurrection from the 
dead it was by the Holy Ghost 
that He gave commandments un- 
to His disciples (Acts 1:2). 

When Jesus returns to the earth 
to reign as the branch from Da- 
vid's root, He will reign in the 
power of the Holy Spirit! (Isa. 
11:2, 3). 

It is startling to realize the work 
that the Holy Spirit does for a 
human being. It is the Holy 
Spirit who convicts a sinner, the 
Holy Spirit who regenerates one 
who trusts in Christ, the Holy 
Spirit who makes him a new crea- 
ture. It is the HQ Spirit who 
comforts a Christian, who brings 
the witness of the assurance of 
salvation in his heart. It is the 
Holy Spirit who helps a Christian 
to understand: the Bible, helps a 
Christian tp: pray, brings to~ his 
memory thé commands of Christ: 
It is the Holy Spirit who. works 
out and develops. and produces the 
fruit of the Spirit, the. Christian 
graces, in the Christian’s life; 
“love, joy,. peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, Meek- 
ness, temperance” (Gal. 5:22, 23). 

The Holy Spirit is called by 
many names, and it is important 
for any reader of the Bible to un- 
derstand these terms and to know 
that they refer to the one person, 
the Holy spit or the Spirit of 
God. He is sometimes called the 
Holy Spirit, sometimes the Holy 
Ghost. Both terms mean _ the 
same. 

He is called “the Spirit of God.” 
He is called “‘the Spirit of Christ.” 

He is called “the eterna] Spirit.” 

He is called “the Spirit of 
truth.” 

He is called “the Spirit of glory 
and of God.” 

He is called “‘the Comforter.” 

He is called “the _ spirit 
adoption.” 

And all these and many other 
blessed names or titles of the Holy 
Spirit are needed to tell of His 
wonderful and perfect divine work. 
But every Christian should be fa- 
miliar with such terms and in 
reading the Bible he should seek 
carefully to notice every term 
used about the blessed Spirit of 
God, the Holy Spirit, as he reads 
the Word of God. 

2. The Holy Spirit Is Really a 

Person 

Dr. R. A. Torrey in that great 
book, The Holy Spirit—Who He 
Is and What He Does, says that 
the distinctive marks or charac- 
teristics of personality of the Holy 
Spirit are knowledge, feeling and 
will. 

The Holy Spirit does not have 
a body, except as He dwells in our 
physical bodies, but He is never- 
theless a person as definitely and 
really a personality, as Christ is a 
personality. The Scriptures tell us 
that the Holy Spirit has knowl- 


of 


edge and feeling and will. For 
example, I Corinthians 2:11 says 
that the Holy Spirit has knowl- 
edge. First Corinthians 12:11 says 
that the Holy Spirit divides His 
gifts to people, “to every man sev- 
erally as he will.” (Romans 8:27 
speaks of “the mind of the Spirit” 
and says that “he maketh inter- 
cession for the saints according to 
the will of God.” The Holy Spirit 
has a mind and He makes inter- 
cession for us. Romans 15:30 
speaks of “‘the love of the Spirit.” 
The Holy Spirit loves us, and one 
who loves is a person. Nehemiah 
9:20 says, “Thou gavest also thy 
good spirit to instruct them...” 
The Holy Spirit is good, and He 
instructs people. 

Ephesians 4:30 says that the 
Holy Spirit may be grieved. Is- 
aiah 63:10 shows that the Holy 
Spirit may be vexed. Acts 7:51 
says that He can be resisted. The 
Holy Spirit does work that only 
a person can do. For example, 
we are told that He teaches Chris- 
tians (John 14:26), that He guides 
us into the truth (John 16:13), 
that He helps our _ infirmities 
(Rom. 8:26), that He searcheth 
al) things (Rom. 11:33; I Cor. 
2:10, 11). 

The’ Holy Spirit knows and wills 
and feels and acts as a person, 
and so He is a person. 


Many people _ thoughtlessly 
speak of the Holy Spirit as “‘it.” 
Perhaps when the matter is call- 
ed to their attention they say, 
“Oh, I know better.” Well, in 
one’s head one may know better, 
but actually one has not come to 
realize that the Holy Spirit is a 
blessed and real and familiar per- 
son, if he speaks of the Holy Spirit 
as an impersonal, neuter “it.” No 
woman who loves her husband 
ever speaks of him as “it” because 
she does not feel that way about 
him. She knows him as a living, 
loving person and so calls him by 
the masculine pronoun. And 
Christians everywhere who learn 
to know the Holy Spirit intimate- 
ly speak about Him and speak to 
Him with the greatest reverence 
and with the masculine pronoun, 
just as we refer to God the Fath- 
er and just as we refer to our 
Saviour Jesus Christ, God’s Son. 
The Holy Spirit is a blessed and 
wonderful person with whom the 
Christian should become very in- 


Mtimately acquainted. 


In fact, the Holy Spirit is the 
one person of the Godhead with 
whom the Christian has the most 
intimate and daily contact. For 
Christ, with a glorified, resur- 
rected body, is in Heaven, sitting 
at the right hand of the Father, 
interceding for us. But God the 
Holy Spirit liferally lives within 
the body of a Christian, is with him 
all the time and represents the 
Father and represents Jesus Christ. 


3. The Holy Spirit Is God, One 
Person of the Holy Trinity 
Did I say in the paragfaph 
above, “God the Holy Spirit’? 
Yes, and that is exactly who He 
is. The Holy Spirit is God, just 
as Jesus, God’s Son is God and 
just as God the Father is God. 


Jesus is God, deity, for He said, 
“Tl and my Father are one” (John 
10:30). But Jesus declares that 
the Holy Spirit has this same one- 
ness with the Father and with 
Christ Himself. Jesus comforted 
the disciples, telling them that it 
was expedient that He should go 
away so that the Holy’ Spirit 
would come (John 16:7). And He 
said that when the Holy Spirit 
was come that thus both Jesus 
and the Father would come 
through the Holy Spirit, and make 
their abode with the Christian 
(John 14:23). 


And the titles of the Holy Spirit 
clearly identify Him as deity. He 
is the Spirit of God. He is the 
Spirit of Christ. He is the Holy 
Spirit. He is the Eternal Spirit. 
Such terms would fit no person 
but deity. 

A number of Scriptures make it 
clear that there are three persons 
in the godhead. 

John 14:16 mentions all three 
in one verse. Jesus said, “And I 
will pray the Father, and he shall 


give you another Comforter, that 


he may abide with you forever.” 


Acts 10:38 again mentions all 

three, as separate persons, 
though perfectly united, in these 
words: “How God anointed Jesus 
of Nazareth with the Holy Ghost 
and with power: who went about 
doing good, and healing all that 
were oppressed of the devil; for 
God was with him.” God, Jesus, 
and the Holy Ghost are all men- 
tioned in this verse. 
+ But several times the _ Bible 
speaks of the Holy Ghost as God. 
One place is in Acts 10:38, men- 
tioned above. “God andinted Je- 
sus of Nazareth with the Holy 
Ghost,” the Scripture says, and 
then Jesus “went about doing 
good, and healing all that were 
oppressed of the devil; for God 
was with him.” Who was with 
Jesus? The Holy Ghost, the first 
part of the verse says. But the 
last part says, “for God was with 
him.” God the Holy Ghost was 
with Jesus as He went about do- 
ing good. 

In Acts 10:40 the Scripture says 
that God raised Jesus from the 
dead. “Him God raised up the 
third day, and shewed him open- 
ly.” And in Acts 2:32 Peter says 
likewise, “This Jesus hath God 
raised up, whereof we all are wit- 
nesses.” And many other Scrip- 
tures say that God raised Christ. 
But I Peter 3:18 says that Christ 
was “put to death in the flesh, 
but quickened by the,Spirit.” It 
was the Holy Spirit who quickened 
or brought to life again Jesus 
Christ. And Romans 8:11 again 
tells us that God raised up Jesus, 
but by the Holy Spirit. You see, 
God the Father and God the. Holy 
Spirit both worked together in 
raising Christ from the dead. The 
Holy Spirit is God. 

Of course none of us can un- 
derstand the marvelous mystery 
of the Trinity. But an illustra- 
tion will help. 


A man and his wife are said to 
be “one flesh.”’” The law has often 
regarded a man and his wife as 
one, and decided that the proper- 
ty of one belonged to the other 
and the responsibilities of one 
were the responsibilities of the 
other. Actually, no man and wife 
are perfectly united. They are 
different personalities, and imper- 
fect personalities. Each one is 
somewhat selfish, being human be- 
ings, so they never perfectly merge 
in perfect unity and agreement. 
But, all praise to the Father, Son 
and Holy Spirit, they agree per- 
fectly. What one wants, the 
others want, too. What one does, 
the others help do. For that rea- 
son it is perfectly proper to pray 
to the Father or to pray to our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Son, or to 
pray to the Holy Spirit. Some 
have tried to divide the work of 
salvation and say, for example, 
that it is Christ who made atone- 
ment for sinners, it is the Holy 
Spirit who works regeneration in 
the hearts of believers, and it is 
God the Father who forgives and 
justifies. But actually Jesus Him- 
self often spoke forgiveness and 
claimed that He.had “power upon 
earth to forgive sins,” and He 
makes it quite clear that the Holy 
Spirit represents both Father and 
Son. The humble believer need 
not fret if he sometimes addresses 
his prayer to God the Father and 
sometimes to the Son. If one of 
these three persons hear, the 
others hear. If one of them is 
pleased, the others are pleased. If 
one of them acts, the others act. 
The three are one and the one is 
three. I do not fully understand 
it, but I can believe it, since it is 
taught in the Word of God. 

II. The Work of the Holy 
Spirit in Regeneration 
and Salvation 

It is Christ who became a man, 
lived a sinless life among men 
and then died on the cross to 
atone for the sins of mankind. It 
is Christ who is our Saviour. But 
in the work of saving sinners it 
is the Holy Spirit who represents 
Christ and does His will. It is 
amazing how much the Holy 
Spirit does in connection with the 
salvation of a sinner. Amd all 
this is the usual work of the Holy 
Spirit, that, which takes place in 
some measure in everybody who 
is saved. 

1, It Is the Holy Spirit Who 

Convicts a Sinner and Leads 

Him to Turn to God 


Jesus said of the Holy Spirit, 


“When he is come, he will re- 
prove the world of sin, and of 
righteousness. and of judgment 

..”’ (John 16:8). No sinner will 
ever be saved unless the Spirit of 
God moves on his heart and caus- 
es him to realize that he is a sin- 
ner. Jesus said, “No man can 
come to me, except the Father 
which hath sent me*® draw him” 
(John 6:44). And the Father 
draws sinners through the blessed 
work of the Holy Spirit. 


Remember that God uses the 
Word to convict sinners, but the 
Holy Spirit and the Word of God 
work together. In fact, the Holy 
Spirit is the divine author of the 
Bible and the Word of God is “the 
sword of the Spirit.” 


Genesis 6:3 shows us that the 
Holy Spirit strives with men, but 
that He will not always strive. 
There are many good examples in 
the Bible of conviction wrought in 
the heart of sinners by the Holy 
Spirit. When Jesus spoke from 
Heaven to Saul of Tarsus, on the 
road to Damascus, and said, “It is 
hard for thee to kick against the 
pricks” (Acts 9:5), He meant 
that the Holy Spirit had been 
convicting Paul and constantly 
pricking his conscience, showing 
him his sin, his need for salva- 
tion. The jailor who “came 
trembling, and fell down before 
Paul and Silas, And brought them 
out, and said, Sirs, what must I 
do to be saved?” (Acts 16:29, 
30) was terribly convicted by the 


Holy Spirit. When Paul stood 
before Felix and “reasoned of 
righteousness, temperance, and 
judgment to come, Felix trem- 
Died... .. (Acts 24:25). The 


trembling of Felix was the trem- 
bling of conviction. God’s Holy 
Spirit spoke to his heart through 
the preaching of the Word by 
Paul. 

And from the last example it is 
evident that many are convicted 
who are never saved. There is 
no record that Felix ever turned 
to the Lord for forgiveness. But 
he was thoroughly convicted by 
the Spirit of God. 

And everybody who is ever saved 
is moved by the Spirit of God to 
seek forgiveness, to see his sins 
and the need of salvation. That 
is part of the divine work of the 
Spirit of God in salvation. And 
it is the usual work of the Holy 
Spirit, in the sense that no one 
is ever saved who does not have 
some degree of conviction of the 
Holy Spirit. 

2. The New Birth Is a Miracle 

Wrought by the Holy Spirit 

How does one get to be a Chris- 
tion? On man’s side, one repents 
and trusts in Christ for forgive- 
ness and salvation. But on God’s 
side a new heart is given, then the 
sinner is born again, as Jesus in- 
sisted to Nicodemus that one must 
be, to see the kingdom of God 
(John 3:3, 5). Those who are 
saved, thus, by a miracle, become 
“partakers of the divine nature’”’ 
(II Peter 1:4). One actually has 
a new nature, a nature like God’s, 
is born of God, when he is saved. 

And who works this miracle of 
regeneration in the heart of one 
who comes to trust Christ? It is 
done by the Holy Spirit! So one 
who is born again is “born of the 
Spirit,” as Jesus said in John 
3:5. And Titus 3:5 says that it 
is “not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but accord- 
ing to his mercy he saved us, by 
the washing of regeneration, and 
the renewing of the Holy Ghost.” 
The Holy Ghost makes a “new 
creature out of one who is saved. 

It is deeply suggestive to re- 
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member that Christ Himself was 
conceived by the Holy Spirit in 
the womb of the Virgin Mary 
(Luke 1:35). By a miracle the 
Spirit of God caused the genera- 
tion of the body of the God-man. 
And it is by a similar miracle of 
grace that the Holy Spirit makes 
any poor old, wicked, undone sin- 
ner a new nature; and this new 
nature is°a part of the divine na- 
ture. Although a Christian is 
still a poor, frail human being 
with the taint and tendency of 
sin in him, yet he has within him 
the seed of God.” And this new 
nature does not sin, for “whoso- 
ever is born of God doth not com- 
mit sin; for his seed remaineth 
in him: and he cannot sin, be- 
cause he is barn of God” (I John 
3:9). 

We will not here discuss all the 
implications of that Scripture. 
But I am saying that every Chris- 
tian is become a partaker of the 
divine nature, and the seed of 
God is in him, wrought there 
miraculously by the Holy Spirit, 
at regeneration. 


3. The Holy Spirit Makes the 
Body of a Christian His Tem- 
ple and Dwells Within 


We sometimes say, “I let Jesus 
come into my heart.” That is 
true in a very real sense. Wher- 
ever the Holy Spirit goes, Jesus 
goes. The Holy Spirit manifests 
both the Father and the Son, as 
Jesus made clear in John, chap- 
ter 14. But actually Jesus has 
a human body. And Jesus is now 
in Heaven, seated beside the 
Father on His throne (Rev. 3:21). 
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The Usual Work of the 
Holy Spirit

Jesus is our “great high priest, 
that is passed into the heavens’ 
(Heb. 4:14). And He is there at 
the right hand of God now, ever 


iriterceding for us. So it is not 
literally true that Jesus comes 
into our hearts. But it is liter- 
ally true that the Holy Spirit of 
God, representing both the Father 
and the Son, camé into our body 
when we were saved and made 
our bodies His temple and dwells 
there forever. It seems that there 
is some slight difference in the 
way the Spirit of God dwellg in 
our bodies and the way He dealt 
with Christians in the Old Testa- 
ment. Certainly all who were 
ever saved were saved the same 
way and all who were ever re- 
generated were regenerated by 
the Holy Spirit. But at least we 
may be sure that now, since Je- 
Sus rose from the dead and 
breathed on His disciples and 
said, “Receive ye the Holy Ghost” 
(John 20:22) all Christians now 
have the Holy Spirit abiding in 
them. Jesus plainly told the dis- 
ciples the night before His cruci- 
fixion, “And I will pray the Fath- 
er, and he shall give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide 
with you for ever; Even the Spirit 
of truth; whom the world cannot 
receive, because it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him: but ye know 
him; for he dwelleth with you, 
and shall be in you” (John 14: 
16, 17). Blessed, blessed Com- 
forter who abides with Christians 
forever, and, better than that, 
dwells in the Christian. And 
blessed is the Christian who has 
And 
how blessed is the body which is 
the temple of God the Spirit! 


So I Corinthians 6:19, 20 says: 
“What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your 
own? For ye are Sought with a 
price: therefore glorify God in 
your body, and in your = spirit, 
which are God's.” 

You see then that every Chris- 
tian’s body is. the temple of the 
Holy., Ghost. .Romans 8:9 says 
the same, thing again, and so 
does I Corinthians 3:16, 17. And 
this is the ordinary and usual 
work of the.Holy Spirit in the 
sense that every Christian «ver 
converted has the Spirit of God 
dwelling in his body. 

4. The Holy Spirit Baptizes Each 
Christian Into the Body of 
Christ, Making Him a Part 

of the Mystical Church 
of the Firstborn 


Here is a blessed truth taught 
in I Corinthians 12:13. “For by 
one Spirit are we all baptized in- 
to one body, whether we be Jews 
or Gentiles, whether we be bond 
or free; and have been all made 
to drink into one Spirit.” Every 
Saved person has been “made to 
drink .of one Spirit,” as the Re- 
vised Standard Version of _ the 
New Testament puts it. Every 
Christian has received the Holy 
Spirit into his body. The Holy 
Spirit has done more than this. 
The new convert is made a mem- 
ber of the body of Christ. When 
Jesus comes again the “general 
assembly and church of the first- 
born, which are written in heav- 
en” wilk be assembled in the air, 
then in the heavenly Jerusalem 
(I Thess. 4:17, Heb. 12:22, 23). 
That is, every one who was a 
child of God will have his body 
resurrected and his spirit will be 
reunited with a glorified body and 
will be caught up together. The 
Christian dead will be raised, the 
Christian living will be changed, 
and together will assemble. That 
called-out assembly will be prop- 
erly a church, in New Testament 
language. And as soon as one is 
Saved, the Holy Spirit in some 
mystical way makes sure that 
the new convert is a vart of this 
body, and destined for that glori- 
ous rapture when Jesus comes. 

When a.stone is put into the 
wall of a building, and then cov- 
ered over with mortar and other 
stones, it is submerged or buried 
or eovered in the wall. It is 
“baptized” in the wall. In that 


sense the Holy Spirit baptizes 
every new convert into the body 
of Christ, makes him a part of 
this body, the group of Christians 
who will be called out when Jesus 
comes, 

Many have confused this with 
being -baptized or overwhelmed 
with the Holy Spirit with such 
fan empowering and anointing as 
came to the disciples at Pentecost, 


but we believe they are badly mis- 
taken. To be baptized into the 
body of Christ simply means that 
one is regenerated by the Holy 
Spirit, has the Holy Spirit living 
in his body, and is now destined 
to be called out at the rapture or 
general assembly and church of 
the firstborn, when Jesus comes 
for His own. To be filled and 
covered or baptized with the Holy 
Spirit for service is another mat- 
ter, as we will prove elsewhere. 
This is the usual and ordinary 
work of the Holy Spirit, which He 
does for every single person con- 
verted. The fullness of the Spirit 
is another. matter which many 
Christians never do receive, al- 
though they should. Every Chris- 
tian is put into the body of Christ 
by the Holy Spirit. 


5. The Holy Spirit Is, Himself, 
the Seal of our Salvation 


We have seen that the Holy 
Spirit is the one who convicts the 
Sinner, regenerates one when he 
believes in Chirst, makes the be- 
liever’s body His temple and 
dwelis therein, and makes the new 
convert a part, a member of the 
body of Christ. In other words, 
the work of salvation is wrought 
out by thé Holy Spirit. 

And then the Scripture makes 
it clear that the Holy Spirit is 
Himself the seal of our salvation. 

Second Corinthians 1:21, 22 
States this beautiful truth: “Now 
he which eStablisheth us with you 
in Christ, and hath anointed us, is 
God; Who hath also sealed us, and 
given the earnest of the Spirit 
in our hearts.” You see God has 
sealed us and given us the earnest 
of the Spirit in our hearts. That 
is, the Holy Spirit Himself is the 
firstfruits of salvation, or the 
earnest of salvation. More is yet 
to come. ,We do not yet have our 
glorified bodies. We do not yet 
have the taint and trouble of sin 
altogether removed. We do: not 
have our weaknesses conquered, 
our nature made righteous and 
perfect and our bodies glorified 
as we will when Jesus comes. But 
we already have part of the 
change, part of the glorification. 
Thank God, we have the Holy 
Spirit living in our hearts and in 
our bodies! He is the seal, the 
firstfruits, the evidence, the token- 
payment of our eternal and glori- 
ous redemption! And so Ephe- 
sians 4:30 says, “And grieve not 
the holy Spirit of God, whereby 
ye are sealed unto the.day of 
redemption.” Ephesians 1:13 
speaks of Christ, “In whom ye 
also trusted, after that ye heard 
the word of truth, the gospel of 
your salvation: in whom _ also 
after that ye believed, ye were 
sealed with that holy Spirit of 
promise.”” When one believes in 
Christ, then he is sealed as a child 
of God by the impartation of the 
Holy Spirit who comes to*be with 
the Christian and abide with him 
and in him forever. 

This blessed truth is . taught 
further in Romans 8:23 which 
says, “. . . but ourselves also, 
which have the firstfruits of the 
Spirit, even we ourselves groan 
within ourselves, waiting for the 
adoption, to wit, the redemption 
of our body.” The Holy Spirit 
Himself is the seal, the earnest, 
the firstfruits_of salvation. Praise 
the Lord, much more is coming 
for the child of God. 

But all these things are wrought 
in every Christian in the world. 
They are not a matter of our works 
but a matter of grace, and all 
these things the Holy Spirit does 
for every persem ever saved. He 
is convicted, regenerated,’ the 
Holy Spirit dwells within the body, 
the Holy Spirit baptizes him into 
the body of Christ, making him 


a part of this heavenly body, and 


the Holy 
salvation, 


Ill. The Holy Spirit’s Regular 
Work in the Life of All 
Christians 


The work of the Holy Spirit 
mentioned above all takes place 
immediately when a sinner trusts 
Christ for salvation. And these 
things are all done completely, and 
as a matter of grace, a part of 
salvation, for every soul ever 
saved. 


But there are other works of 
the Holy Spirit in the daily life 
of the Christian, other ministries 
of the Holy Spirit. He is the same 
Spirit, but He has a number of 
ministries in the life of the be- 
liever. These ministries continue 
al) the life of a Christian. And 
they vary somewhat in degree. 

There is no varying in the way 
the Holy Spirit regenerates, the 
way He dwells in the body of a 
Christian, the way He puts a 
convert into the body of Christ 
and makes him a member of that 
body.. There is no difference in 
the way He Himself is the seal 
of redemption. But as the Chris- 
tian life continues, the Holy Spirit 
will do as much for the Christian 
as the Christian permits. We 
might say that every Christian 
goes to the same school, but some 
learn more than others from the 
same teacher. And the things 
mentioned here are still the usual 
ang regular work of the Holy 
Spirit in the lives of all Christians. 
1. The Holy Spirit is the Comforter 

In a very real way the Holy 
Spirit now takes the place of 
Jesus Christ, being literally present 
with every béliever. Jesus seemed 
to teach that it is much happier 
for a Christian to have the Holy 
Spirit abiding in his body and 
present to comfort him, than to 
have Jesus Christ Himself present 
in the world! For in John 16:7 
Jesus said, “Nevertheless I tell 
you the truth; It is expedient for 
you that I go away: for if I go 
not away, the Comforter will not 
come unto you; but if I depart, 
I will send him unto you.” . 

In John 14:16, 17 Jesus said, 
“And I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with 
you for ever; Even the Spirit of 
truth; whom the world cannot 
receive, because it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him: but ye know 
him; for he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you.” Jesus Himself 
is one Comforter. The Holy Spirit 
is another Comforter, the 
“Parakletos,” an Advocate, one 
called alongside to help. Oh, how 
sweet is the comfort, the fellow- 
ship, the companionship of the 
blessed Spirit of God. Every 
Christian has some of this blessed 
fellowship and comfort. Every 
Christian, doubtless, could have 
much more of this ministry of the 
Holy Spirit. 

2. The Holy Spirit Is the Chris- 
tian’s Guide and Teacher 
and Reminder 
That last night before Je‘sus was 
crucifieg He urged the disciples 
to have peace in view of the 
blessed work the Holy Spirit would 
work in them. And Jesus said 
in John 14:26: “But the Comforter, 
which is the Holy Ghost, whom 
the Father will send in my name, 
he shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remem- 
brance, whatsoever I have _ said 

unto you.” 

Again the same night Jesus said, 
in John 16:12-14, “I have yet many 
things to say unto you, but ye 
cannot bear them now. Howbeit 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is 
come, he will guide you into all 
truth: for he shall not speak of 
himself; but whatsoever he shall 
hear, that shall he speak: and he 
will shew you things to come. He 
shall glorify me: for he shall re- 
ceive of mine, and shall shew it 
unto you.” ' 

Now consider those two passages. 
The Comforter, the Holy Ghost, 
“shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remem- 
brances, whatsoever I have said 
unto you.” Ang “He will guide 
you into all truth,” for He is the 
Spirit of truth. 

An unsaved man cannot well 
understand the spiritua] lessons of 
the Bible. “But the natural man 
receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God: for they are fool- 
ishness unto him: neither can he 
know them, becauge they are 
spiritually discerned” (I Cor. 


Spirit is the seal of 


2:14). But a Christian has a 
teacher, the Spirit of God Himself, 
to enlighten his mind. The Holy 
Spirit wrote the Bible. But every 
Christian has this same Holy 
Spirit abiding within him to teach 
him as he reads the Bible. We 
are prone to forget what we read. 
But if we submit ourselves to the 
Holy Spirit He will bring to our 
remembrance the things that Jesus 
said. The best Bible teacher in 
the world is the Holy Spirit. 
Every Christian, every time he 
opens the Bible, should prayer- 
fully ask the sweet Spirit of God 
to make clear what He wants to 
s@y through the Word of God. To 
the open and contrite heart the 
Spirit makes clear spiritual truth. 

Do you want to know more 
about Jesus? Then be sure that 
you yield yourself to the influence 
of the Holy Spirit when you read 
the Bible and when you pray. For 
He will receive the things of Jesus 
as given Him and show them unto 
us (John 16:14). 

Some preachers do not preach 
what the Bible says about the 
Holy Spirit. Some men do not 
have any special anointing of the 
Holy Spirit and perhaps they are 
embarrassed.to talk about Him. 
Such people misinterpret John 
16:13. Jesus said, ‘“‘Howbeit when 
he, the Spirit of truth, is come, 
he will guide you into all truth: 
for he shall not speak of him- 
self; but whatsoever he shall hear, 
that shall he speak: and he will 
shew you things to come.” They 
say, “The Holy Spirit never speaks 
of Himself,” as if the Holy Spirit 
were so modest that He would 
not reveal any truth about Him- 
self! But that is not what the 


Scripture means, nor what it says. | 


What it really says is that the 
Holy Spirit .lways says what 
Jesus wants Him to say, and that 
the Holy Spirit does not work 
independently of Jesus and the 
Father. He speaks what is given 
Him to speak. 

Any student of the Bible will 
find that the Holy Spirit, who 
moved on the hearts of the men 
who wrote it, the Holy Spirit who 
is the real author of the Bible, 
wrote much about Himself. But 
everything He wrote, He wrote 
because the Father and the Son 
agreed with Him that it should 
be written. The Holy Spirit does 
not work independently of Christ 
and the Father. He speaks about 
Himself and about Jesus and about 
the Father, but He does it as all 
are perfectly agreed, and He repre- 
sents the others as much as Him- 
self, Jesus said. So as the Holy 
Spirit guides one in understanding 
the Scripture, one can know just 
as much as if he could sit down 
with Jesus and hear the dear 
Saviour Himself explain the Word 
of God. For the Holy Spirit tells 
us just what Jesus would tell us. 
He is our teacher and guide! 

3. The Holy Spirit Is Our 

Prayer Helper 

A beautiful lesson is given to 
us in Romans 8:26, 27. ‘“‘Likewise 
the Spirit also helpeth our in-

Pampa 2975, Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, South America 


firmities: for we know not what 
we should pray for as we ought: 
but the Spirit itself maketh inter- 


cession for us with groanings 


which cannot be uttered. And he 
that searcheth the hearts knoweth 
what is the ming of the Spirit, be- 
cause he maketh intercession for 
the saints according to the wil] of 
God.” How infirm we are in the 
matter of prayer! We do not 
even know what we ought to pray 
for. The frailty of our flesh, our 
coldness, our halfheartedness, our 
unbelief, all hinder us in prayer. 
But the blessed Holy Spirit helps 
our infirmities. While we “know 
not what we should pray for as 
we ought,” yet “the Spirit itself 
[this should be translated himself] 


maketh intercession for us with 
groanings which cannot be 
uttered.” The Holy Spirit not 


only helps us pray, but He prays 
for uS and makes intercession for 
us. What a wonderful thought it 
is that Jesus in Heaven is pray- 
ing for us and the Holy Spirit 
here living in our bodies is pray- 
ing for us! How bold we ought 
to be in prayer! How § strong 
shoulg be our faith! And the Holy 
Spirit always knows what is right, 
what will please God, and how

With. this in mind Ephesians 
6:18 commands us to be “praying 
always with all prayer and sup- 
plication in the Spirit...” We 
should be careful to follow the 
leading of the Holy Spirit in 
prayer. We should be earnest in 
prayer as the Spirit moves our 
hearts to pray. And how blessed 
it is when the Holy Spirit who is 
Himself “the spirit of grace and 
of supplications” (Zech. 12:10) does 
His blessed work in making us 
long to wait on God in pre- 
vailing prayer! 

4. The Holy Spirit Gives Assur- 
ance of Salvation

8:15, 16 we are told: 


“For ye have not received 
the spirit of bondage again to 
fear; but ye have received the 
Spirit of adoption, whereby we 
cry, Abba, Father.

5. The Holy Spirit Works in the 
Christian the Fruit of the 
Spirit, the Christian 
Graces 
Every Christian has the Holy 
Spirit abiding in him and the 
blessed Holy Spirit, in some 
measure, as we let Him have His 
way, is a Comforter and Guide and 
Reminder and Prayer Helper of 
every Christian. Now does the 
abiding Holy Spirit grow any 
Christian graces in the Christian? 
Does not this constant association 
with the Holy Spirit have blessed 
fruit in the Christian life? Yes! 
in Galatians 5:22, 23 the fruit of 
the Spirit is named as follows: 
“But the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, goodness, faith, Meekness, 
temperance; against such there is 

no law.” 

Unconverted people naturally 
tend toward the works of _ the 
flesh which are listed in that 
same fifth chapter of Galatians 
as “adultery, fornication, unclean- 


ness, lasciviousness, Idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, emula- 
tions, wrath, strife,  seditions, 


heresies, envyings, murders, drunk- 
enness, revellings, and such like’”’ 
(Gal. 5:19-21). When an uncon- 
verted man sins it is the most 
natural thing in the world. But, 


nature, and the abiding Holy 
Spirit will, as we allow Him to 
have His way, grow these blessed 
Christian graces in the Christian 
—love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meek- 
ness, temperance. 

Of course there is a great vari- 
ance in the development of Chris- 
tians. Some Christians grow in 
grace more than others. Some 
Christians exhibit more of these 
outward evidences of the Holy 
Spirit’s work than do _ other 
Christians. But in some degree 
these blessings are given every 
Christian and these results are 
wrought in every Christian’s life. 
These are the inward fruit of the 
Spirit. . 

Please note this is a usual 
ministry of the Holy Spirit and 
that in some degree these results 
are worked out in every Chris- 
tian’s life, in every born-again 
person. These are not the same 
as the fullness of the Spirit, the 
special enduement of power from 
on high. These are simply the 
ordinary Christian graces by 
which the Holy Spirit can make a 
Christian extraordinary in | con- 
trast to the unsaved. But we must 
remember that these Christian 
graces of character are not yet the 
highest work of the Holy Spirit. 
Jesus had all these Christian 
graces before He ever went to the 
Jordan River to be baptized of 
John, and’ before the Holy Spirit 
came upon Him in visible form like 
a dove. Jesus had all these Chris- 
tian graces before He was anointed 
to preach the gospel. 

There is good reason to be- 
lieve that the eleven disciples, and 
other Christians with them, had 


thank God, a Christian has a new 


a large measure of these Chris- 
tian graces while they tarried and 
prayed waiting for the mighty 
power of God which came at 
Pentecost. 

And everything in this chapter 
concerning the ordinary work of 
{the Holy Spirit haq already been 
done in the lives of those who 
were commanded to tarry until 
they were endued with power 
from On high. They already had 
love. They already had joy. They 
already had peace. Already they 
were willing to suffer for Jesus, 
and had been greatly reviveq and 
strengthened after His resurrec- 
tion, with Hig forty days of teach- 
ing and enlightening. The Holy 
Spirit had worked all these usual 
blessings which He ministers to 
every Christian, in some degree, in 
the lives of all those who waited 
in ‘the upper room for the _ un- 
usual and extraordinary blessing, 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit. 


It will help greatly in the ynder- 
standing of the power of Pente- 
cost, the fullness of the Spirit, if 
we keep separate in our minds 
these ordinary and usual min- 
istries of the Spirit which He 
works in every Christian life on 
the one hand, and remember the 
unusual, supernatural, miraculous 
power of the Holy Spirit for soul 
winning which He gave to the 
apostles and others at Pentecost 
and offers now to Christians who 
are willing to pay the price for 
this power. But every Christian 
does have in some _ sense. the 
blessings mentioned in this article. 
We do well to make much of these 
ministries of the Holy Spirit and 
to let the Holy Spirit completely 
master our lives and change our 
characters and rejoice our hearts 
and lift our burdens and guide 
our footsteps and give us victory 
in prayer. We do well to let Him 
grow in us the abundant fruit of 
the Spirit, the Christian graces. 
But we must then remember that 
we still are not fit to work for 
Christ, not fit to carry out His 
Great Commission and are not able 
to win souls unless He gives us a 
supernatural enduement of power, 
the unusual and extraordinary 
work of the Holy Spirit which all 
Christians may have, but some, 
sad to say, never have.

of blindness in those who are 
supposed to lead the blind. I 


once heard of a small boy who 
sought to assist his father in pre- 


paring for a hunting trip. The 
man was searching everywhere 
for his compass, but could not 
locate it. “Dad,” said the boy, 
“I have a compass. I got it at 
school. But it’s the kind you 
make circles with, and it’s no 


good if you're going anywhere.” 
Our trouble is that we who are 
trying to go somewhere are follow- 
ing a compass that simply makes 
circles. 

l remember hearing Bishop C. C. 
Selecman deliver an address before 
a youth convention at Memphis. 
In those days | was taking notes 
ang getting ready to use the 
material in sermons for my own 
congregation. His subject was 
“Our Forward March.” He was 
really marching. I kept my pencil 
busy. “You must go forward.” 
I wrote it down. “Youth must 
catch step with these days ahead.”’ 
Great stuff! I could hear myselt 
marching in my pulpit on my next 
Sunday at home. “Youth must 
not be afraid of new days and new 
ways and new truth and new ex- 
periences.” And thus the Doctor, 
for he was not then a bishop, and 
I had a great time. We marched. 
Hip, hip, hip! But he blundered. 
I was so intent that I did not at 
first catch it. He said: ‘This is 
no time for youth to go back to 
the graveyard.” I wrote down, “No 
graveyards,” and underlined the 
words three times. I was im- 
pressed. Then on and on we 
marched. 

As I went home, riding On the 
train, I got out my notebook and 
decided to prepare a sermon for 
my congregation. They would be 
expecting something on youth, 
since I had been attending this 
youth convention. I turned to 
Selecman’s “Our Forward March,” 
and piously wrote it down as my 
subject. Certainly I would give 
the Doctor due credit. I hag fol- 
lowed him to Trinity Church. For 
seven years he had been pastor 
where I have had the honor of 
serving for twenty-six. The fact 
that Selecman had a hand in this 
sermon would please my people. 
Then I slowly read over my notes. 
For the first time I really dis- 
covered that graveyard. There 
it was in the very midst of all 
that marching. Every time I 
tried to march I ran right into 
that graveyard. Marching through 
a graveyard is something! . When 
I began to think of vision and 
progress and the limitless future 
and new truth and modern times, 
up loomed that graveyard with its 
white marble slabs and its solemn 
epitaphs. It was a hopeless task. 
Slowly but certainly I drew a 
black line through my subject. 
Who could make a sermon on “Our 
Forward March” with a graveyard 
blocking the way? 

So I made a sermon on the 


graveyard and preached it the 
next Sunday morning. I remem- 
ber that I said this: “‘Wherever 


we march and however we march 
and before we dare march at all, 
we must go back to the old grave-- 
yard where lie the dust and ashes 
of our fathers—men who dared to 
march against odds such as we 
have never known, and whose 
glorious march made history such 
as we are failing to make—and, 
falling on our faces, pray their 
God and ours that He will give us 
something of that which possessed 
their souls when they built the 
mightiest nation of the earth and 
sent forward to conquest a church 
that in its day swept hundreds of 
thousands of lost souls into the 
kingdom of our Christ.” — 

Yes, those who handed down to 
us this torch were weather-beaten 
with time ang tested by tides that 
never ceased to beat upon them. 
But they knew in whom they had 
believed and were persuaded that 
all Hell: could not shake them 
from the solid rock on which they 
stood. They had little education 
such as I sometimes fear has 
softened us, but they knew Christ. 
They walked .with God. They 
dared to preach the Book without 
compromise or question. And they 
marched!

David's challenging question. 
wrung from his heart by perils 
within and perils without, is our 
question:- “If the foundations be 
destroyed, what car. the righteous 
do?” With social and economic 
eruptions possibly more fatal in 
this nation’s life than World War 
II, with racial. animosities as ex- 
plosive as the atom itself, with 
immorality and organized vice at 
the nation’s throat, with crime 
in the hands of the teen-agers, 
we seek, and sometimes vainly, 
for any sign of a foundation that 
can withstand the shock of the 
immediate future. What can we 
do? Really, are we who are 
within the church righteous 
enough to dare claim the right to 
ask this question? 

But Paul refused to be dis- 
couraged. He boldly declared 
chat the foundations of God stand 
sure. They are more immovable 
than the granite mountains. The 
evil circumstances o; a world shot 
through with greed and selfish- 
ness and sin cannot uproot them. 
Aggressor nations and totalitar- 
ian rulers will fade and pass, but 
the foundations of God are still 
there. Did I not believe this, I 
would bow my head in dejection, 
the most confirmed pessimist that 
ever walked within perpetual 
Shadows. Believing in the God 
of the ages, I cannot be a pessi- 
mist. I may doubt men and pro- 
grams and human planning, and 
the wisdom of the wisest, »ut I 
can never doubt the ability of 
God. Nor can I doubt that what 
He has set His hand to, He will 
perform. He who is from ever- 
lasting to everlasting cannot fail! 

Then Paul became mellow: with 
memory. He recalled the day 
when a great light shown in his 
path and his wicked heart was 
convicted of his monstrous sin. 
He remembered when a_ voice, 
sweet and pleading, sounded in his 
ear. That day something hap- 
pened which forever took /aul’s 
feet from the quicksands and 
planted them on the solid rock. 
And so he lookec his evil day in 
the face, and lifting his eyes to 
every evil day to follow, ne de- 
clared: “Other foundation can 
no man lay than that is laid, which 
is Jesus Christ.” 

Not what Christ said, though 
it was and is glorious! Not what 
He did, though He lived above 
the standards of all mortals and 
left us a pattern for con- 
duct never to be excelled. But 
what He is! Who He is! Jesus 
Christ, the Son of the living God, 
stands out today the one immov- 
able foundation. So long. as 
Christ is, there is hope. So long 
as Christ is undefeated, human- 
ity may lift its voice and praise 
God from whom all blessings 
flow! 

There is a story of the great 
floods that a few years ago swept 
the central West. As it is told, 
the engineer who had planned 
and constructed a great dam, 
which impounded millions of cu- 
bic feet of water, lived in the val- 
ley below it. As the floods swept 
down the valley, a neighbor heard 
it announced over the radio that 
the dam had gone out. He knew 
that this engineer lived below the 
flood: lines which would ‘be swept 
by the coming waters. MHurried- 
ly he jumped into his car and
